Challenged 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. (U P D - 
State Rep. B. Patrick Bauer said 
Friday he would challenge Se­ 
cretary of State Larry Conrad 
for renomination at the Demo­ 
cratic state convention this sum­ 
mer, saying that Conrad on the 
ticket could hurt the party. 
Conrad, who has announced 
his candidacy for re-election, has 
been the center of controversy 
over a political "master plan” 
and a probe into mis-use of tele­ 
phone credit cards assigned by 
the state to his oflice 
Bauer, a South Bend Demo­ 
crat, issued a statement saying 
he was seeking the secretary of 
state nomination because the pre­ 
sence of Conrad on the ticket 
th is fall “ will jeopardize the 
chances of Democrats to win 
the House and other offices.” 
“ Republicans already have in­ 
dicated they intend to use Con­ 
rad’s troubles, even though un­ 
proven. as a coverup and decoy 
from W atergate.” said Bauer, 
who was renominated in Tues­ 
day’s primary lor another term 
in the House. 
“Since the Republicans have 
gerrym andered the legislative 
districts to their advantage, it 
is imperative that Democrats 
not give them another oppor­ 
tunity to cut into democratic 
votes,” he said. 
B auer noted in his s ta te ­ 
ment that he was on the House 
Ways and Means Committee the 
last two legislative sessions and 
“ was the leading D em ocratic 
critic” ol Governor Bowen’s tax 
program 
C onrad's problems surfaced 
last winter with publication of 
the so - called “Conrad master 
plan ’, a controversial document 
outlining his potential political 
future. The plan contains dero­ 
gatory remarks about a num­ 
ber ol persons, including poli­ 
ticians and news reporters. 
Conrad has denied any associa­ 
tion with the plan and has con­ 
ducted an investigation to deter­ 
mine who authored it. 
In addition, charges have been 
leveled that credit cards assign­ 
ed by the state to his office were 
used illegally to m ake long 
distance telephone calls for poli­ 
tical purposes.

Youth Held In

Race Shooting 


EVANSVILLE, Ind. (UPI) - 
A black teen-ager charged with 
shooting a white couple “went 
out to take matters into his own. 
hands.” the black deputy sheriff 
who arrested him said Friday. 
Bob Coleman, a deputy sheriff 
for Vanderburgh County, was 
credited with much of the work 
that led to the arrest of Gary 
Seay, 17, Evansville, in connect­ 
ion with the shooting and wound­ 
ing of Don Hamilton. 20, Evans­ 
ville. and his wife, Peggy, 18. 
Mrs. Hamilton remains in cri­ 
tical condition, 
Seay and Timothy Boyd, 17, 
were arrested as suspects, but 
Boyd was freed Friday for a 
lack of evidence, authorities said. 
Seay was held under $3.000 bond 
after appearing in juvenile court. 
Another juvenile court hearing 
will be conducted next Wednes­ 
day to determine if Seay's ease 
should be moved into an adult 
court. 
He currently is charged with 
assault and battery with intent 
to kill. 
Coleman said several witnes­ 
ses put him on Seay's trail, and 
that the gun used in the shoot­ 
ing had been recovered. The 
Hamiltons w ere shot as they sat 
in their car waiting for a red 
light to change in the inner city 
area of Evansville. 
“ I want to emphasize there 
is no organization that is re­ 
sponsible for the shootings,” 
Coleman said.

In a similar collision between 
two Illinois Central Gulf com­ 
muter trains on Oct. 30, 1.972, 45 
persons were killed and more 
than 320 injured. The crash was 
only about six blocks away 
from Fndav’s CTA collision. 


Amtrack Blames Poor Trackage 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two 
derailments of the Floridian 
passenger tram within two 
weeks in Indiana points up the 
need tor improvements in equip­ 
ment and track, an Amtrak 
spokesman said Friday. 
The latest derailment occurr­ 
ed. Friday morning in Seymour, 
injuring 17 persons, none serious­ 
ly, as seven coaches left the 
track. 
The Floridian wrecked April 
30 near Winamac, injuring 29 
persons. Both accidents occurr­ 
ed on Penn Central tracks. 
“We’ve been telling everybody 
that the steady deterioration of 
the track system across the 
United Stales was a problem 
for Amtrak,” Brian Duff of Am­ 
trak "s office here said. “ We 
have late trains, slow schedules.

However, Duff noted that fed­ 
eral railroad inspectors have yet 
to determine the cause of either 
F loridian accident in Indiana. 

Duff said, "We’re 
running old equipment, and the 
wear and tear is that much 
greater.” 
Duff said Amtrak hopes in the 
next few weeks to announce a 
major purchase of new equip­ 
ment.

The 
government is moving in this 
direction in the northeast but 
what do you do when a rail­ 
road isn’t bankrupt?” 
“There is very little money 
voted in Am Irak’s budget for 
track upgrading,” he said. “We 
have revenues from ticket sales, 
but they’re not even close to 
running most of our trains.” 
“ It’s a. national, problem. Do 
we face up to a need for rail 
service as we did for highway 
travel?” Duff said. 
Duff said the $3 billion figure 
being mentioned as needed to 
upgrade the nation’s railways is 
much less than the am ount 
put into highway and airport de­ 
velopment. ’ 
It boils down to spending tax 
money. 
“We have actually rerouted 
some Amtrak trains on Penn 
Central tracks where we thought 
the track was not safe,” Duff 
said. "Penn Central doesn’t have 
the money so we have had to 
reroute and slow down.”
